The average daily gain was 
about 10 per cent above that of other 
hogs, and, en the average, the food 
‘used bY the hogs was reduced 10 per 
cent. This ¢xperiment seemed to sug- 
gest that human beings in the same sec- 
tion of the country might also take 
fodine salt with advantage. 

In a later experiment with a lot of 
sheep Eward fotmd that the daily dose 
of iodine could be too large. When 
Sheép got a dose that was too large 
they developed goiter.

The method you suggest belongs 
in the second class. It is all right, provided 
the evaporator which you call an electric 
kettle is large enough and is heated enough.

Wichita, Kas., Jan. 28.—([{Special.}— 
Is the Anti-saloon league tottering to 
' the grave in Kansas? 

Times have changed .since Carrie 
Nation hurled her hatchet across the 
glittering bar of one of Wichita’s sa- 
loons, and shivered the gorgeous paint- 
ing of Cleopatra stepping into her 
pagan bath. 

For this question is asked today by 
church leaders, such as the Rev. Chas. 
M. Sheldon, noted pastor of Topeka, 
author of “In His Steps,”’ and by Ross 
W. Sanderson, the young and eager 
secretary of the new Kansas Council 
of Churches. 

What has happened to this white and 
Bhining child of chur¢hes? 

‘First, let it be underatood that, no 
matter what happens to the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, the prohibition movement 
bas suffered no setback in Kansas.

1 do not want to throw 
any bricks, but I am waiting, that 
is all.” 

Dr. Sheldon, just before his depart- 
ure for Asia for the Christian Herald, 
said: 

“I believe the members of all the 
churches in the state will be justified 
in withholding their contributions (to 
the Anti-Saloon league) until they can 
be assured of the wise and careful and 
open methods of all who have anything 
to do with collecting or using the 
money given. Why should there be 
any secrecy about anything? 


Pastor Discloses Facts. 


Trouble has been simmering in Kan- 
sas league affairs for three years. The 
storm broke in open charges made by 
the Rev. John M. Schaibly, Methodist 
minister who formerly occupied pul- 
pits in Cleveland, Minneapolis, and 
Duluth.

Crabbe, superintendent. He had ac- 
cess to the books. He discovered things 
which forced Crabbe to resign. He 
would not be still.

Last Friday in a secret meeting, in 
Topeka, the following statement on 
the situation was authorized for pub- 
lication. 


Leader Charged with Fraud. 

“Fred L. Crabbe was removed from 
the superintendency of the Anti-Saloog 
League of Kansas because of his po- 
litical and law enforcement activities 
which were conducted in violation of 
the established policies of the Anti- 
Saloon league. 

“He collected money in the various 
courties for law enforcement and these 
funds were not turned into the league 
treasury. In some instances no law 


enforcement work commensurate with 


the money collected was carried on. 
As soon as this matter came definitely 
to the headquarters committees Mr. 
Crabbe’s resignation was demanded.” 


And this does not come from the 
“wet interests advancing on Kansas 
but from an investigating committee 
consisting of Dr. Edmund J. Culp of 
Topeka, Chancellor E. H. Lindley of 
Kansas university, former Gov. W. R. 
Stubbs of Lawrence, and the Rev. C. F. 
Mathews and Jason M. Averill of To- 
peka. ' 
Bar Investigates Conduct. 

At the same time the trustees ad- 
justed twelve accounts where they 
considered a “moral obligation’ had 
been incurred by Mr. Crabbe, collect- 
ed $2,500 cash from the ousted super- 
intendent, got his signature, waiving 
a salary claim for $2,000, appointed 
the Rev. Joseph A. McClellan, Meth- 
odist pastor, as the new superintend- 
ent and tried to close the books on 
this sorry story. 

But there comes an aftermath in an 
investigation now under way by the 
Kansas Bar committee into the prac- 
tices of Mr. Crabbe, who is a lawyer, 
Mr. Crabbe has gone to Arkansas City 
to pursue his profession.

James J. West, owner of the Chi- 
cago Times in the early nineties fol- 
lowing the death of Wilbur F; Story, 
founder of the paper, died in "Washing- 
ton Wednesday night, it became 
known in Chicago yesterday. 

Mr. West, long a sufferrer from 
betes, left Florida, where he had gone 
in search of health, over the protests 
of his physicians. On his arrival in 
Washington Tuesday night he became 
seriously ill and Wednesday morning 
was taken to the hospital, where he 
died. 

After Mr. West«had disposed of his 
interest in the Times, which he ob- 
tained through a receivership proceed- 
ing, he became a mining broker and 
promoter. His activities in this busi- 
ness resulted in a’ series of court con- 
troversies with the federal govern- 
ment. 

In 1910 his business was thrown into 
a receivership by former Federal Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, although 
Mr. West was reported to possess 
$500,000. 

He is survived by a widow, Mrs. Ida 
M. West. His nephew, William Shep- 
herd of Monrovia, Cal., president of the 
Class Journal company, is on his way 
to Washington, it was said last night.
